approved the Flood Control’s request for the added 
assessment to alleviate the squeeze from Prop. 13, 
to find this item listed at $105. 

We protested at that time and the amount was 
reduced to $20.75. In the next two years the item 
did not appear at all on our bill. Then, in 1982, 
we were billed $140.55, and, in 1983 — $166.20. 
litis year the amount was $187.55, and we de¬ 
cided to try protesting once again. 

The result was a reduction for this year of 
S103.64 and a refund from the Flood Control of 
S169.52 for overcharges in 1982 and 1983.

Alfred Dewey 
paintings to be

“He painted eucalyptus trees better than any 
other California artist,” said Dan Parker, a local 
collector who knew Dewey as a friend and has 
four original oils by the noted Sierra Madre ar¬ 
tist, Alfred J. Dewey. 

A joint showing of the artist’s works will be 
featured at Sierra Madre’s Sullivan-Goss Gallery 
and Lloyds Bank, which owns several of Dewey’s 
works. 

Dewey, born in Tiogo, Penn, on Mar. 24, 
1874, was a nationally-syndicated magazine illustra¬ 
tor and a painter who lived in New York until 
he moved to Sierra Madre to help alleviate his 
w ife’s asthmatic condition. 

“Even during the depression when many were 
starving, Dewey managed to make a living as an 
artist,” recalled Parker.

Caution needed 

With the holidays approaching so 
rapidly, the Los Angeles County Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services reminds once 
again that care must be taken in the 
handling, storing and cooking of the festive 
bird, the turkey, to ensure a safe meal. 

Dr. Betty Agee, chief of Acute Com¬ 
municable Disease Control, noted that 
both turkey and stuffing can be potentially 
hazardous. The growth of salmonella bac¬ 
teria can result if improper care of the 
turkey occurs. This, in turn, can cause 
food poisoning. 

Agee said, “The simple rule to re¬ 
member is: Keep food clean, hot foods 
hot, and cold foods cold.” 

The following tips are offered for the 
preparation of a safe turkey and trim¬ 
mings: 

— When refrigerating an uncooked turkey, 
wrap it securely, place it away from other 
foods on the lowest shelf to prevent drip¬ 
ping on the other food items. 

— Do not thaw turkey at room tempera¬ 
ture; let it thaw slowly in the refrigerator 
or under cold, running water. 

— Make sure that the work area where 
raw turkey is prepared for cooking has 
been washed thoroughly before using it to 
prepare other foods. Use a plastic cutting 
board instead of a wooden one and rinse 
it well with hot, soapy water. 

— Use a meat thermometer to ensure 
that the turkey and stuffing are cooked 
thoroughly without interruption to a tem¬ 
perature greater than 165° (180-185°). Up¬ 
on reheating, a temperature of 160° should 
be reached. 

— Remove the stuffing from the turkey 
before storing. 

— Leftover turkey should be sliced be¬ 
fore refrigerating so that ijt will cool faster 
and prevent bacterial growth. 

Food poisoning symptoms occur 
within 12 to 48 hours and include mild 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, abdominal 
cramps and pain, gastrointestinal irrita¬ 
tion and fever.

The earliest use of ink, however, goes back 
to Egypt attd lhe4ih milicnniutn B.C. At 
that titiic, ink was tiol a liquid, but a dry 
subsiatiee made frotn ehateoal or tirade from 
soot which was scraped from the botiirmsol 
cooking pots. To make it a liquid, it was mixed 
with water or gum. 

Then about 2000 B.C.. the Chinese started 
using carbon ink, and the inventor was elaitnecl 
to be Tien Chu. In.the Old Tesiatnent, 

Barucli, Jeremiah’s scerc'ary, mentiirns that he 
recorded a prophet’s words in a book, written 
in ink. 

Through the ages, carbon ink was modified 
to make it belter. Additives of v inegar and 
wormwood made it more durable and also 
repelled miqc. But ink was still not pet leeied 
until an inventor named Set ibes — rememhet 
him? — tun iced that minerals greatly impioveil 
the nuidiiy of ink. And so Set ibe’s ink was 
invented, along with many otheis ihtough lime.

The 1200-sq. ft. cement 
floor of the building has been completed and 
now we want to see the walls go up.” 


Captain Richard Mays, chairman of the Sierra 
Madre Fire Department’s annual charity dance 
to be held Saturday, Dec. 8, in the St. Rita’s 
social hall, reported this week that donations 
are lacking somewiiat compared to last year. 

He says part of this may be due to the late 
mailing of the tickets and the fact that many 
families may already be into their busy holiday 
schedule. However he states, “We are confident 
that the community will come through, as it 
always does, to back the biggest social event of 
the season and provide the department for suf¬ 
ficient funds to carry on its charity work.” 

He reiterated the fact that not one cent of 
the donations are used for department purposes 
but are dedicated to community activities such 
as the annual Christmas Eve Santa Claus party 
held in the pergola of the City Hall to which all 
children of the community are invited to attend 
and receive a large, filled stocking. In addition, 
there is the annual Easter Egg Hunt in Memorial 
Park, sponsorship of at least one team in every 
baseball league in the community, films for 
children at the library at least twice a year. 
Families that find themselves in dire straits during 
the holidays and throughout the year are also 
aided by this fund, as is equipment for the monthly 
CPR classes offered free of charge, to anyone in 
the area, the first Thursday of the month. 

As usual “The Time Machine” a dance band 
started by members df the Los Angeles City Fire 
Department, and which has been well received 
for the past several years, will offer “great music 
to dance to.” There will also be a “no host” 
bar. 

Dancing starts at 9 p.m. and lasts until 1 a.m.

The San Marino Kiwanis Club offered to 
come up and help with work for one full 
day. By Aug. 22, Harold Spears offered to 
provide materials at cost. 

By Oct. 10. 1946, the Youth Hut was all 
finished but the painting. It was finished in 
knotty pine and “plans call for making it both 
attractive and useful addition to the city’s 
recreational facilities. 

By Nov. 28 the building was completed 
and on Dec. 14 it was dedicated “in impressive 
ceremonies.” All organizations in the city, 
including churches and fraternal and civic 
groups were invited to participate. Retiring 
Kiwanis Club president Henry F. Korsmeier 
turned over the building to Mayor J. Milton 
Steinberger. 

Representatives of various youth or¬ 
ganizations included Scout Explorer Post 108 
who were in charge of the flag ceremony. 
Harry Lange represented the District Council, 
Boy Scouts of America; Mrs. Dan Strite, the 
Girl Scouts; Mrs. Robert Newbery, Campfire 
Girls, and Pierre Kenyon, Monrovia YMCA 
secretary, their group. Samuel McElfresh, Ki¬ 
wanis Boys’ and Girls’ chairman, acted as 
master of ceremonies. 

This was a community project from start 
to finish and Bill Estes was in charge of the 
voluntary work. 

“The new building will provide a long- 
needed meeting place for local youth organiza¬ 
tions. Applications have already been received 
from the groups which desire to use the 
building after Jan. 1.

There is a universal 
need to look our best, 
and with Sue Slight 
around that need be¬ 
comes a reality.

She explains that cer¬ 
tain colors denote certain 
moods.

2 C boiling water 
1 C cold water 

1 C sliced fresh strawberries 

1 medium banana, sliced 

'A C chopped pecans 
1 3-ounce package lemon gelatin 
1 8-ounce package cream cheese, soft¬ 
ened 

strawberries for garnish, optional 
In medium bowl, dissolve cherry gelatin 
in 1 cup boiling water; stir in Vi cup cold 
water. Chill until slightly thickened. Spoon 2 
tablespoons thickened gelating into number 
portion of number mold. Stir strawberries, 
banana and walnuts into remaining thickened 
gelatin; pour into S'A x A'A x 2‘/2-inch loaf 
pan.

the street or sidewalk to cause dangers. 

— That nothing be placed outside the RV such as 
BBQs, chairs, trash, etc. 

— That the owner of the home be ultimately 
responsible for noise or other distractions to the 
neighborhood. 

— That the police have the right to cancel the 
approval at any time for infractions of the re¬ 
gulations. 

Valois suggests that the city’s legal advisor and 
insurance carrier also be consulted. 

Let’s go one step further and begin formulating 
some rules before the Christmas and New Years 
holidays when friends and relatives with RVs 
might want to spend some time in Sierra Madre.
